Tho origin of the circlet that adonis my
lady's band is obscure, though very ancient.
There is a tradition which assigns tho inven-

tion of tho ring to Tubal Cain, and the old
Latin author Tvho gives circulation to tho
&tory, in speaking of the wedding circltt,
says: "The form of tho ring being circular
that is to say, round and without end

this much, that mutual love and
hearty affection should roundly flow from
ono to the other, as in tho circle, and that
continually forever."

The hands of female mummies found in
the tombs of Egypt are profusely decorated
with rings, thus proving that ring wearing
was an established custom at a very early
day. Tho wealthy ladies of Egypt wore
rings on nearly every finger and costly rings
they tvere, too. Their poorer sisters used
less costly circlets, and rings formed of
bronze, glass and pottery with suitable mot-

toes were their finger friends.
BETROTHAL AND MAKRIAGE UIKGS.

jlarriago by the ring is common in many
countries besides our own. Tho Poissiaus
have two rings, which are changed three
times. In tho first place, tho man places tho
ring on the woman's finger, tlven the priest
changes the man's ring and puts it on her
finger, and then priest and man join and give
her tho ring for life. When Henry VIII es-

poused Anne of Cloves ho bent her a ring
which bora tho inscription, "God send ma
well to keep." It was a fatal motto, as wo
know, for "bluff K3ug Hal"' ere long grew
tired of her and began to look around for
another pretty victim.

Wedding rings havo not always been mndo
of metal. Necessity has caused tho invention
of some singular ones. On several occasions
a piece cut from tho finger of a ldd glove has
answered for tho wedding circlet. When the
gallant Duke of Hamilton married iliss Gun-

ning almost on tho spur of tho moment, ono
might say, for tho courtship was of but two
days' duration, I believo, no proper cere-

monial ring was at hand. The archbishop
refused to act without a ring, and tho lord
and his lady wero for a while distracted.
But at length tho knot was cat in an ingen-

ious manner and tho young couple wero mar-

ried by the ring of tho bed curtain, which no
doubt cut a curious figure on tho whit hand
of tho faiF damsel.

Among tho Armenians children aro sub-

jected to early betrothal by ring ceremony.
This is done by tho mothers, who make the
occasion a very solemn ono, and at any time
years afterward tho man can claim his bride.
But once a year from tho data of tho be-

trothal tho prospective brido is entitled to
'i3e,clvo nn Easter dress froin tho hands of tho
' future husband. Customs similar to this ono
prevail in various countries of the east, and
tho ring is inado to play a very important
part in tho woman's life.

In Roman espousals, mentions Macrolius,
tho man gavo tho woman a ring by way of
plod go, and the woman put it on tho third
linger of her loft hand, because it was be-

lieved that a nerve ran from that linger to
tho heart. The Egyptians ascribed tho
possession of this important nervo to
tho fourth finger of tho samo hand. Com-

ing down to later belief and usage, wo
find that Madame do la Tour, writing of my
lady's ring, says that if tho lady is willing to
marry, tho circlet ehould bo worn on tho in-

dex linger of tho loft hand; if engaged, on
tho ecoond finger; if married, on tho third;
but if bho has no deiiro to wed, then on tho
little finger.

Tho sign longuago of tho ring is varied and
quaint. For instance, wo aro told that a
ring on tho forefinger indicates a haughty,
bold and overbearing spirit; on tho long
finger, prudence, dignity and discretion; on
thomarriago finger, lovo and affection; on
the little finger, a masterful spirit.

Ono would not think that rings wero onco
worn on tho thumb, but such vas ono of tho
customs that prevailed from tho Fourteenth
to the Seventeenth amtury. Wo are qulto
familiur with FalstofFs extravagant boast
that, when young, ho was slim enough to
"creep into any olchrman's thumb ring."
But thumb rings never cams into general aso
among tho ladies. They preferred to keep
tho rhif on tho tapering fingers, where it
could bo worn with more eeo aud to better
advantage.

Wedding rings in fill ages havo been re-

garded sacred. When llary of Modona, one
of tho beautiful and Unfortunate heroines of
history, was forced to disposo of her jewels
she kept as most precious to her her wedding
ring. Dr. Samuel Johnson kept his wife's
ring as a sacred treasure, and tho keopsako
most valued by Viotoria is known to be tho
ling placed on her finger by AlbejS on their
wedding day. There is a ttory told of a Rus-

sian princo who, on being searched provious
to a life long cdlo in Siberia, begged to be al-

lowed to retain a plain gold ring which kept
nlivo the memory of a happy marriage And
tho story goes, I am glad to say, that ho
went to tho mine with tho tnasuro next to
his heart;

TOST AND MOTTO IUXOS.
Posy rings came into voguo with tho Six-

teenth century. Tliose were motto rings, and
they form sno of tho most interesting chap-

ters of nng loro. It is taid that tho famous
nng which Essex soot to Queen Ehiibeth by
the Counters o Nottingham, but hicli tho
willful woman did not deliver until after tho
duLo's death, wat. a posy. These rings were
common between lovers and friends all over
Europe. Thoy bore rhyming mottoes and af-

fectionate scntiniont, and tho lady without a
posy ring was looked upon as forlorn and
with but few hopes of marriage ahead.

He Thinks MM of Them and
Tell "Why II Thinks So.

ilark Twain writes to a correspondent who
wanted to "interview" him:

Io. no it is liko most interviews, pure
twaddle and valueless.

For several quitw plain and simple reasons
bu "interview"' must, as a rule, be an

And chiefly for this reason: It is an
attempt to use a boat on laud, or a wagon on
water, to speak figuratively. Spoken speech
is ono tiling, written speech is another. Print
is a proper vehicle for the latter, but it isn't
tor tho former. The moment talk'' is gut
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mto prim; you reoognlze that It is not
what it was when you heard it; you
perceive that an immense something has dis-

appeared from ic That L its souL You have
nothing but a dead carcass loft on your
hands. Color, play of feature, tho varying

s of voice, tho laugh, the smile,
the informing inSoctious, everything that
gave body, warmth, grac- - friendliness and
charm, and commended it to your affection,
or at least to your tolerance, is gone, and
nothing is left but a pallid, stiff and repul-
sive cadavor.

Such is "talk" almost invariably, as you seo

it lying in state in an "interview." Tho in-

terviewer seldom tries to tell one how a thing
was said: he merely puts in the naked remark
and stor. there. When one wi itos for print
his methods aro very diCerent. He follows
forms which havo but little resemblance to
conversation, but they make the reader under-
stand what the writer i. trying to convey.
And when the writer is making a story, and
finds it necessary to report some of the tall:
of his characters, observe how cautiously and
anxiously ho goes at that fisky ind difficult
thing:

"If ho had dared to say that thing in my
presence," said Alfred, taking a mock heroic
attitude and casting an arch glance upon the
company, "blood would have flowed." "If ho
had dared to say thut thing in my presence,"
taid Hawkwood, with that In his eye which
caused more than ono heart in that guilty

to quake, "blood would havo
flowed." "If ho had dared to say that thing I

In my presence," said the paltry blusterer,
with valor on his tongue end pallor on his
lips, "blood would have flowed."

So painfully a ware Is tho novelist that
naked talk in print conveys no meaning that
he loads and often overloads almost every
utterance of his characters with explana-
tions and interpretations. It is a loud con-

fession that print is. a poor vehiolo for "talk,"
it is a recognition that uninterrupted talk hi
print would result in confusion to tho reader,
not instruction.

Xow, in your interview you have certainly
been mast accurate, you have set down tho
sentences I uttered as I said them. But you
have not a word of explanation; what my
manner was at several points is not indicated.
Therefore, no reader can possibly Imow
where I was in earnest and where I was jok-

ing; or whether I was joldng altogether or
in earnest altogether. Such a roort of a
convei-satio- has no vaue. It can convey
many meanings to the reader, but never tho
right one.

To add interpretations which would convey
tho right meanings is n something which
would require what? An art so high and
fine and diiflcult that no possessor of it would
evor bo allowed to waste it on interviews.

No; sporo, the reader and sparo me; leave
tho whole Interview out; it U rubbish. I
wouldn't tdk in my sleep if I couldn't talk
better than that.

If you wiih to print anything, print this
letter: it may havo romo value, for it may
explain to a reader hero and there why it is

that in interviews as a rulo men seem to talk
t'ko anybody but themselves.

Celery.

It is strongo that so healthful a vegetable
as celery should bo used so little, for while in
season it ought to bo used liko any other
seasonablo green thing. Tbo cdeiy glass,
with its bouquet of vivid green, is a bright,
attractive ornament to the dinner table. The
majority of peoplo never think of eating it in
cuy way but its raw state, yet there aro ways
In which it may bo served that aro much
more palatable.

Boiled or steamed colery is very uico. Cut
up the 6talks into inch pieces, put in a sauce-
pan and add just enough water to cover the
whole. Throw in a littlo salt and let boil
until toft, but not enough so that it fall to
pieces. Drain of tho water, put tho vege-
table into a dish, and whilo hot serve with
buttei

Creamed celery i rery nice. Cut in inch
pieces and covor with milk, to which, when
boiling, add salt and a small pieco of butter.
Servo hot. This way of cooking celery is de-

licious.
Tho green stalks and leaves, usually-throw-

away, aro all useful Cut tho stalks into
small bits and use them for flavoring soups,
broths, etc. Put tho leaves Into a pan or

I

dish and place m tho oven to dry. Watch
them that they do not burn and when dry
crumble thorn and place away in a

bottle and keep closely covered.
This will bo found good for flavoring soups
when tho celery is out of tho market. Celery
seed L good to keep in the house for flavor-

ing, and celery salt is, to many, a necessary
condiment.

This plant is a groat nervine s.ul those suf-
fering from any nervous trouble aro much
benefited by a liberal uso of it. It is also
recommended for rheumatism, soma authori-
ties going so far as to say that when freely
eaten it is a suro cure for this painful disease.

Why did somo one
call tho thin lamina of paper which mate up
a book, loaves I Indeed, It was a pretty
thought, for how liko the leaves they are,
thin, fragile, perishable; and nowadays
there are almost as many of one kind ol

leaves as of the other. Yes, and as for kind

and styles there are almost as many in books
aa on the trees, but are there any so witty
and wise? If you will make a stud' of th
leaves that is, the book of natur you wil;
eoe they are marvelously well written upon.
And you will not find ono that is not d

with finer art than even adorns tho
pages of our art books. Seo how well cul
are tho edges, and enameled, which is better
than gilded. Some one has Eaid if we could
live as long as Methuselah wo should not bo
able to find out all tlwe is to bo learned
from a singlo rose loaf. That is moro than
we can say of our book leaves, altnough I

Joiow some that seom'to be neariy as good as
rose leaves.

LEAVES H OtTB LIVES.

lacs and apple treas spring is complete every-
where. These do not need to turn over any
new leaves, by way of amendment. They
are four of tho perfect thmja in nature.
